{^Extract from the notice recently sent ovt 6y the Contntissioiier 
of Navigation,) 



" Vessels used exclusively for pleasure — in other 
words, documented yachts — shall have their names and 
ports . . , placed on some conspicuous part of their 
hulls. The letters may be painted, gilded, or carved. 
If carved, block, or metallic letters are used, they must 
... be so painted or gilded as to be in a dark color on 
a light ground, or be in a light color on a dark ground. 
Steam yachts will be obliged to have the name in dis- 
tinct, plain letters of not less than six inches in length on 
each outer side of the pilot-house. The Custom House 
is now prepared to document yachts, as required by law; 
and all vessels of five tons or over, unless documented, 
will be subject to the penalty named in the Revised 
Statutes — a fine of ^30 — at every port of arrival without 
a license."

Classification. 

Special Class, — Yachts, 35 feet and less than 40 feet 

water-line length. 
First Class, — Yachts, 30 feet and less than 35 feet 

water-line length. 
Second Class* — Yachts, 25 feet and less than 30 feet 

water-line length. 
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Third Class. — Yachts, 21 feet and less than 25 feet 
water-line length. 

Fourth Cfass, — Centre-board jib and mainsail yachts, 
less than 21 feet water-line length. 

Fifth Class, — Centre-board yachts, 18 feet and less 
than 21 feet water-line length, and not 
included in the fourth class; and all 
keel yachts less than 21 feet, water- 
line length. 

Sixth Class. — Centre-board yachts less than 18 feet 
water-line length, and not included 
in fourth class. 

Schooners to sail at four fifths of actual measurements; 
yawls at seven eighths. There will be no distinction 
between centre-boards and keels in the special^ first, and 
second classes. 

Time Allowance. 

Time allowance in all classes will be based on sailing 
length. 

Sailing Length. 

Sailing length is length on water line, plus one fifth of 
the after overhang. 

Sails. 

In the special, first, second, and third classes there will 
be no restrictions in regard to sails. In all other classes, 
schooners may carry jib, forestaysail, foresail, and main- 
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sail; sloops may carry jib, forestay sail, and mainsail; cat- 
rigs may carry mainsail; yawls, the same as sloops, and 
mizzensail. 

Prizes. 

A championship prize will be awarded in each class to 
the yacht winning two races in her series. 

In any class in which only one yacht starts, fifty per 
cent of the first prize offered will be awarded. No sec- 
ond prize will be awarded in any class unless three or 
more yachts start, and no third prize unless four or more 
start. 

To encourage Corinthian sailing, a prize of five dollars 
will be awarded to the winning yacht in the third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth classes, if entered and sailed under the 
Corinthian rule. 

Starts. 

Should any gun miss fire, the lowering of the blue flag 
will be the signal to start. 

The time of all yachts will be taken from the starting 
signal of their class, and no allowance will be made for 
yachts starting later. 

If any yacht, or any part of her hull or spars, be on or 
across the line when the signal for her class to start is 
given, she must return and recross the line, keeping clear 
of all competitors. 

Should the first signal be delayed, the regular intervals 
will be observed between the other signals. 
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Entries. 

Any yacht enrolled in the Club may be entered for the 
entire season's racing by the filing of a written entry 
with the secretary of the Regatta Committee; but no 
entry will be accepted until the yacht's ofi&cial measure- 
ment has been recorded with the Club Secretary; and a 
certificate to that effect must accompany the entry. 

Numbers. 

Yacht owners, intending to participate in racing, will 
be supplied with official numbers upon application to 
the secretary of the Regatta Committee. These num- 
bers are to be preserved for use in all Club races, and 
must be distinctly shown at the finish of each race. 
Failure to comply with this rule may result in a yacht's 
time not being taken. 

Outriggers. 

Outriggers shall not be used for the purpose of trim- 
ming a boat by means of crew or ballast. 

Crew. 

{From Sailing Regulations.) 

Yachts contending for prizes may carry one man for 
each four feet of length on water line, and fractional 
part thereof. 
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Fittings and Ballast. 

(^From Sailing Regulations,') 

No water shall be started from or taken into the tanks 
after the signal to start has been given. Only the usual 
anchors and chains shall be carried during a race, and 
they must not be used as shifting ballast, or for altering 
the trim of the yacht. Ballast shall not be shifted or 
trimmed in any way during a race. 

Boats and Life-buoys. 
(^From Sailing Regulations.) 

During a race, every yacht measuring more than forty 
feet water line shall carry a serviceable boat, not less than 
ten feet in length. This boat shall not be carried below 
deck. 

During a race, yachts of twenty-five feet or more water 
line shall carry two serviceable life-buoys, and yachts of 
less than twenty-five feet water line shall carry one ser- 
viceable life-buoy, ready for immediate use, within easy 
reach of the helmsman. 

Any yacht not complying with this rule will be liable 
to forfeit all claim to a prize. 

For further rules, see Sailing Regulations. 

Courses. 

For First and Second Classes {starting off Club House.) 

No. I. — Across the line between the judges' stand and 
flag-boat, leaving flag-boat on port, through Hull Gut; 
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thence, leaving Toddy Rocks and Point AUerton Buoys 
on starboard, to and around Harding's Bell Boat, leaving 
it on port; thence, leaving Riley's Ledge Buoy (No. 2), 
on port, to and around the Graves Whistling Buoy, leav- 
ing it on port; thence, leaving Martin's Ledge Buoy 
(No. 4) on starboard, Shagg Rocks on starboard, and 
Toddy Rocks Buoy on port, to and across line between 
judges' stand and flag-boat, leaving the flag-boat on star- 
board — fifteen miles. Limit of time, five hours. 

No. 2. — Across the line between the judges' stand and 
flag-boat, leaving flag-boat on port, through Hull Gut; 
thence, leaving Toddy Rocks Buoy on starboard, Shagg 
Rocks and Martin's Ledge Buoy (No. 4) on port, to and 
around the Graves Whistling Buoy, leaving it on star- 
board; thence, leaving Riley's Ledge Buoy (No. 2) on 
starboard, to and around Harding's Bell Boat, leaving it 
on starboard; thence, leaving Point AUerton and Toddy 
Rocks Buoys on port, to and across line between judges' 
stand and flag-boat, leaving the flag-boat on starboard — 
fifteen miles. Limit of time, five hours. 

Outside Courses for Special, First, and Second Classes, 
starting off Point AUerton. 

No. 3. — Across line between judges' boat and flag- 
boat, leaving the flag-boat on starboard; thence, six 
miles S. E. by E., leaving boat flying white flag, off" Bare 
Rock, on port, and Minot's Ledge Light on starboard, to 
and around Davis's Ledge Buoy, leaving it on port; 
thence, six miles N. one quarter E., to and around boat 
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flying Club flag, leaving it on port; thence six miles 
S. W. by W., three quarters W. leaving Harding's Bell 
Boat on port, to and across starting line, leaving the 
flag-boat on starboard — eighteen miles. Limit of time, 
six hours. 

No. 4. Reverse of No. 3. — Across line between judges' 
boat and flag-boat, leaving the flag-boat on port; thence 
six miles N. E. by E. three quarters E., leaving Harding's 
Bell Boat on starboard, to and around boat flying Club 
flag, leaving it on starboard; thence six miles S. one 
quarter W., to and around Davis's Ledge Buoy, leaving 
it on starboard; thence, six miles N. W. by W. leaving 
Minot's Ledge Light on port and boat flying white flag, 
off Bare Rock, on starboard, to and across starting line, 
leaving the flag-boat on port — eighteen miles. Limit of 
time, six hours. 

No. 5. — Across line between judges' boat and flag- 
boat, leaving the flag-boat on starboard; thence, six 
miles S. E. by E., leaving boat flying white flag, off Bare 
Rock, on port, and Minot's Ledge Light on starboard, 
to and around Davis's Ledge Buoy, leaving it on port; 
thence, leaving Minot's Ledge Light on port, and flag- 
boat, off Bare Rock, on starboard, to and across starting 
line, leaving the flag-boat on port — twelve miles. Limit 
of time, four hours. 

No. 6. — Across line between judges' boat and flag- 
boat, leaving flag-boat on port; thence, six miles N. E. 
by E, three quarters E., leaving Harding's Bell Boat on 
starboard, to and around boat flying Club flag, leaving it 
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on starboard; thence, leaving Harding's Bell Boat on 
port, to and across starting line, leaving the flag-boat on 
starboard — twelve miles. Limit of time, four hours. 

Course for Third Class^ starting off Club House, 

No. 7. — Across line between judges' stand and flag- 
boat, leaving flag-boat on starboard, to and around Black 
Can Buoy, No. i (one half mile S. S. W. of starting 
line), leaving it on starboard; thence, leaving Wreck 
Buoy off Peddock's Island on starboard, Wilson's Rock 
Buoy on starboard, to and around Hunt's Ledge Buoy, 
leaving it on starboard; thence, returning to and leaving 
Wilson's Rock Buoy, on port, to and across starting line, 
leaving the flag-boat on starboard — nine miles. Limit 
of time, four hours. 

No. 8. — Reverse of No. 7. Across line between judges' 
stand and flag-boat, leaving flag-boat on port, to and 
around Wilson's Rock Buoy, leaving it on starboard; 
thence to and around Hunt's Ledge Buoy, leaving it on 
port; thence, leaving Wilson's Rock Buoy on port and 
Wreck Buoy, off Peddock's Island, on port, to and around 
Black Can Buoy, No. I (one half mile S. S. W. of start- 
ing line), leaving it on port; thence to and across start- 
ing line, leaving the flag-boat on port — nine miles. 
Limit of time, four hours. 

No. 9. — Across line between judges' stand and flag- 
boat, leaving flag-boat on starboard, to and around Black 
Can Buoy, No. i (one half mile S. S. W. of starting 
line), on starboard, to and around Wreck Buoy, off Ped- 
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dock's Island, leaving it on port; thence, leaving Pig 
Rocks Beacon on starboard, to and around Jack-knife 
Ledge Buoy, leaving it on port; thence, leaving Sheep 
Island on starboard. Black Can Buoy, No. i, on star- 
board, to and around Red Brush Buoy, No. 2, off Down- 
er's, leaving it on starboard; thence, returning to and 
leaving Black Can Buoy, No. i, on starboard, to and 
across starting line, leaving the flag-boat on starboard — 
ten miles. Limit of time, four hours. 

No. 10. — Across line between judges* stand and flag- 
boat, leaving flag-boat on port, Sheep Island on port, 
Pig Rocks Beacon on starboard, and Jack-knife Ledge 
Buoy on port, to and around Channel Rock Buoy, leav- 
ing it on starboard; thence, leaving Raccoon Island on 
port, Sheep Island on starboard. Black Can Buoy, No. 
I, on starboard, to and around Red Brush Buoy, No. 2, off 
Downer's, leaving it on starboard; thence, returning to 
and leaving Black Can Buoy, No. 1, on starboard, to 
and around Hull Yacht Qub Barrel, off Strawberry Hill, 
leaving it on port; thence, leaving Seal Rocks Buoys or 
spindles on starboard, to and across starting line, leaving 
the flag-boat on port — ten miles. Limit of time, four 
hours. 

Inside Courses for Fourth, Fifths and Sixth Classes, start- 
ifti off Club House, 
No. II. — Across line between judges* stand and flag- 
boat, leaving flag-boat on starboard, to and around Hull 
Yacht Club Barrel, off N. W. end of Bunkin Island, leav- 
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ing it on starboard, to and around Hull Yacht Qub 
Barrel, off Harry's Rocks (near Prince's Head), leaving 
it on starboard, to and around flag-boat 'vat starting 
line), leaving it on starboard, and repeat^ leaving flag- 
boat on starboard at finish — six miles. Limit of time, 
three hours. 

No. 12. — Reverse of No. ii. — Across line between 
judges' stand and flag-boat, leaving flag-boat on port, to 
and around Hull Yacht Club Barrel, off Harry's Rocks 
(near Prince's Head), leaving it on port, to and around 
Hull Yacht Club Barrel, off N. W. end of Bunkin Island, 
leaving it on port, to and around flag-boat (at starting 
line\ leaving it on port, and repeat^ leaving flag-boat on 
port at finish — six miles. Limit of time, three hours. 

N. B. — A red barrel has been placed by the Regatta 
Committee on the centre of Bunkin Island Ledge; as 
this ledge extends quite a distance from E. to W., and is 
bare at extreme low tides, yachtsmen are cautioned to 
give the barrel a wide berth. 

Postponement of Races, 

In case it becomes necessary to postpone a race on 
account of bad weather, or for any other cause, notice 
will be given by hoisting flags as follows : — 

To postpone a race for thirty minutes, a white flag, 
with P. 30 in blue in centre, will be raised. 

To postpone a race for sixty minutes, or one hour, a 
white flag, with P. 60 in blue in centre, will be raised. 

The time to be figured from that of the first gun. 
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In case of postponement to some other day, a white 
flag, with R. O. in blue in centre, will be raised. 

NOTICE. 

Jl^^ Particular attention is called to the changes in 
Classification and Courses ; also to the changes in and 
additions to the Sailing Regulations, 

The attention of owners intending to enter their boats 
for racing is particularly called to the first clause of 
Article 3 of the Sailing Regulations; also, to Article 4 
(Corinthian Rule), which will be rigidly enforced. 

The Regatta Committee reserves the right to make any 
changes in its rules which it may think proper. 

The Black Brush Buoy, half mile S. S. W. of Club 
House, has been replaced by a Black Can Buoy, No. !• 

The foregoing times of High and Low Water are reck- 
oned as at Hull,

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 



ARTICLE I. 

NAME. 

The name of this Corporation shall be the Hull 
Yacht Club. 

ARTICLE II. 

OFFICERS. 

The officers of this Qub shall consist of a Commodore, 
Vice-Commodore, Rear-Commodore (each one of whom 
shall be the owner of a yacht at the time of his election), 
Secretary (who shall also be Qerk of the Corporation), 
Treasurer, Assistant Secretary, and Measurer. They shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall hold 
office for one year, or until their successors have been 
duly elected and have accepted office. Vacancies may 
be filled at any meeting of the Qub duly called for the 
purpose. 

A Fleet Captain shall be appointed by the Commodore, 
and shall be his executive officer. 

ARTICLE III. 

COMMITTEES. 

There shall be an Executive Committee (with the 
powers of Directors), of which at least three members 
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shall be non-yacht owners. It shalj be composed of the 
Commodore, who shall be chairman, ex officio y Vice- 
Commodore, Rear-Commodore, Secretary, and Treasurer, 
and four members to be elected by ballot at the annual 
meeting. They shall hold office for one year, or until 
their successors have been duly elected and have accepted 
office. 

There shall be a Membership Committee of nine, 
composed of the Commodore, Vice-Commodore, Rear- 
Commodore, Secretary, and Treasurer, ex officiis, and 
four members to be elected by ballot at the annual 
meeting. They shall hold office for one year, or until 
their successors have been duly elected and have accepted 
office. They shall have power to fill vacancies which 
shall occur in their number, except as provided in Arti- 
cle II. 

There shall be a Regatta Committee of five, composed 
of the Commodore and Vice-Commodore, ex officiis, and 
three members to b^ appointed by the Executive Com- 
mittee. They shall serve until their successors have been 
appointed. 

There shall be a House Committee of not less than 
three members, to be appointed by the Executive Com- 
mittee. They shall serve until their successors have been 
appointed. 

There shall be a Nominating Committee of five, three 
of whom shall be non-yacht owners, to be elected at a 
meeting duly called for the purpose not less than thirty 
days previous to the annual meeting, whose duty it shall 
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be to nominate officers and committees of the Qub for the 
ensuing year, and cause the names of such officers and 
committees so nominated by them to be sent to each 
Qub member at least seven days before the annual elec- 
tion. This section shall not prevent any member (a legal 
voter) from voting for any member who is not put in 
nomination by said committee. 

ARTICLE IV. 

DUllES OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 

Commodore. 
It shall be the duty of the Commodore to take com- 
mand of the squadron, preside at all meetings, and enforce 
all laws and regulations of the Club. 

Vice- Commodore. 
It shall be the duty of the Vice-Commodore to assist 
the Commodore in the discharge of his duties, and in 
his absence officiate in his stead. 

Rear- Commodore. 

It shall be the duty of the Rear-Commodore to assist 

the Commodore and Vice-Commodore in the discharge 

of their duties, and in their absence officiate in their 

stead. 

Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record 
of the proceedings of all meetings of the Club, in books 
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belonging to it, an4 make such returns as he is required 
to do by the statute laws of Massachusetts; to keep a 
correct roll of members, also a list of the name, rig, and 
ownership of all yachts belonging to the members of the 
Club, sent to him for registry; to send to the members 
of the Membership Committee the names of candidates 
for membership, and their sponsors; to advise new mem- 
bers of their election, and notify each member of every 
Club meeting. He shall be allowed the sum of one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per annum for clerical assistance. 
In case of his inability to attend any meeting, he shall 
send the necessary books and papers to the place of 
meeting. He shall make a report of the general condi- 
tion of the Club at the annual meeting. 

Treasurer, 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to collect all 
moneys payable to the Club, except House dues; to 
have custody of all the funds of the Club, and to disburse 
the same as ordered by the Executive Committee; to 
notify members in arrears, as provided in Article X., and 
send to the Secretary on the first day of June and July, 
respectively, the names of all members whose dues 
have not been paid; to keep, in books belonging to the 
Club, a correct account of his receipts and disbursements, 
and present a detailed report thereof at the annual meet- 
ing. He shall give bonds as may be required by the 
Executive Committee. He shall be allowed the sum of 
one hundred and fifty dollars per annum for clerical 
services. 
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Amstant Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Assistant Secretary to aid 
the Secretary in the discharge of his duties, and in the 
absence of the Secretary, act in his stead. 

Measurer, 

It shall be the duty of the Measurer to measure all 
yachts enrolled in the Qub, and collect the fees for the 
same; to be at the Club House at least half an hour pre- 
vious to the time set for firing the preparatory gun for 
any race, and be prepared to measure yachts at the direc- 
tion of the judges, and remain subject to their orders 
until released by them; to make returns of all measure- 
ments to the Qub Secretary and to the owner of the 
yacht measured. 

Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee shall have general charge 
and control of the policy and the finances of the Qub. 
They may make, or authorize, all necessary contracts, 
but shall have no power to make the club liable for 
any debt beyond the amount of money which shall, at 
the time of contracting such debt, be in the Treasurer's 
hands, and not needed for the discharge of prior debts 
or liabilities. They shall appropriate to the use of each 
committee such sums of money as may seem to them to 
be for the interest of the Qub, and within its resources. 

They shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer imme- 
diately before the annual meeting. 
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They shall appoint the House Committee and three 
members of the Regatta Committee, as provided in 
Article III. They shall have power to fill any vacancies 
which shall occur during the year, the method of filling 
which is not otherwise provided for. They shall serve 
until their successors have been appointed. 

House Committee, 

The House Committee shall organize by the election 
of a chairman and secretary, and shall keep an account 
of their proceedings and of all bills approved by them in 
books to be provided for that purpose, which books 
shall be at all time open to the inspection of the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee. They shall have a 
general supervision of the Club Houses and all the 
property contained therein, also of the Club grounds 
and landings. They shall have the power to prescribe 
such rules and regulations as they may deem necessary 
for the proper government of the Club Houses, except 
as provided in the By-Laws. They shall provide all 
members in good standing with membership tickets, 
which shall be good for admission (except in cases of 
special arrangements) to all Qub entertainments, and 
must be shown when called for. Any transfer whatever 
of any member's ticket shall be sufficient cause for 
expulsion. They shall cause the House rules and regu- 
lations to be posted in a conspicuous place in the Club 
House. They shall, by and with the assent of the 
Executive Committee, select and employ a superintend- 
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ent, and determine his compensation. They shall hire 
all other employees they may deem necessary, and 
determine their compensation. They shall fix the prices 
of all games and refreshments. They shall make all 
necessary purchases for the proper maintenance of the 
Club House, and for the supplying of refreshments 
therein, and shall audit all bills therefor. They shall, 
prior to May i in each year, submit to the Executive 
Committee of the Club an estimate of the amount they 
may deem necessary to properly carry on and maintain 
the said Club House for the coming season. The 
amount appropriated for their use by the Executive Com- 
mittee shall not be exceeded, except by consent of that 
committee. They shall have the power to suspend any 
member who shall violate any of their rules or those of 
the Club, until the next meeting of the Executive 
Committee; and at such meeting they shall report the 
offence and the name of the offender to the Executive 
Committee for its action. They shall collect all House 
dues, and pay over the same to the Treasurer at the end 
of each month. At the annual meeting they shall make 
a detailed report, in writing, covering their work for the 
past year. 

Regatta Committee. 

The Regatta Committee (subject always to the Execu- 
tive Committee) shall organize by the election of a 
chairman and secretary, and shall have full charge of the 
arrangements for all regattas; shaU enforce a proper 
observance of the Sailing Rules and Regulations of the 
Club, and notify members of all regattas. 
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They shall, within five day after the receipt of the 
report of the judges of a regatta, post the same upon the 
notice board of the Club House. They shall notify the 
owners of the winning yachts, and shall have full charge 
of all matters pertaining to the procuring and awarding 
of prizes. They shall also give notice to the donor of 
any prize, of the result of any race wherein such prize is 
contended for. They shall keep an official record of all 
races, and at the end of the season file the same with 
the Club Secretary. 

At the annual meeting they shall make a detailed 
report, in writing, covering their work for the past year. 

ARTICLE V. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be an annual meeting of the Club on the 
second Saturday of January in each year, at which the 
reports of the Secretary, Treasurer, and committees shall 
be read, and officers for the ensuing year elected. 

The Commodore may order special meetings at his 
discretion, and shall do so at the written request of 
three members, two of whom must be owners of yachts. 

Notices shall be issued by the Secretary for the annual 
meeting at least six days, and for all special meetings at 
least three dajrs, before the date ordered. 

Ten members shall constitute a quorum of the Club. 

Voting by proxy shall be allowed in the transaction of 
any business of the Qub, except at elections and on 
appeals from the action of the Executive Committee. 
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Upon questions directly affecting the sailing regula- 
tions and the government of yachts and regattas, only 
yacht owners shall vote, each yacht being represented by 
but one owner. No yacht shall be represented unless 
she has been launched and enrolled in the Club books, 
nor any yacht that has been out of commission for two 
consecutive years. At the election of officers, and upon 
all other questions, each member shall have one vote. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

The following order of business shall be observed at 
the annual meeting, and shall not be departed from, 
except by a two-thirds vote : — 

1. Reading of the minutes of previous meeting, 

which shall stand approved, unless corrected. 

2. Report of House Committee. 

3. Report of Regatta Committee. 

4. Report of Treasurer. 

5. Report of Auditing Committee. 

6. Report of Secretary. 

7. Report of Nominating Committee. 

8. Elections. 

9. Unfinished business. 

10. Misc^laneous business. 

11, Adjournment. 

The above order of business shall be used at special 
meetings, so far as it may be applicable. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Any person shall be eligible to be elected a member, 
but no member under the age of twenty-one shall have 
a voice or vote in Club matters. 

The membership of the Club shall be limited to three 
hundred, exclusive of Honorary Members; but in the 
case of yacht owners applying for membership, the com- 
mittee is authorized to admit them in excess of the limit. 

Every candidate for membership must make applica- 
tion to the Secretary, must be proposed and seconded 
in writing by two members in good standing, to whom 
the candidate must be personally known, and must agree, 
over his own signature, to conform to the By-Laws and 
Rules of the Club (if elected). The proposal must con- 
tain the full name, age, residence, business address, and 
occupation of the candidate, and, if a yacht owner, the 
name of the yacht. The election of new members shall 
be by ballot of the Membership Committee, at any meet- 
ing at which a quorum of five members shall be present 
and voting. The adverse vote of a majority of the com- 
mittee present shall reject a candidate. An application 
may be withdrawn by either sponsor at any time previous 
to the final action of the committee. No applicant who 
has been rejected shall be again proposed within six 
months thereafter. The committee shall keep complete 
records. 

During the time that the Club House is open, the 
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names of candidates shall be posted therein, for at least 
one week previous to action by the Membership Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE VII. 

HONORARY MEMBERSHIP. 

The Executive Committee may present to the Club, for 
election as an Honorary Member, the name of any per- 
son who may have rendered the Club important services 
and benefits, or whom, for any reason, they may see fit 
thus to honor. 

The election of Honorary Members shall be by ballot, 
and four fifths of the whole number of votes cast shall 
be necessary to elect. 

Honorary Members shall be entitled to all Club privi- 
leges, except voting and being eligible to office. 

The Inspector, Assistant Inspector, and Engineer, 
Second Lighthouse District, shall be Honorary Members 
ex qfficiis. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Resignations must be made in writing to the Secretary 
before the annual meeting in each year, and no resigna- 
tion shall be accepted until the member is clear from all 
indebtedness to the Club. No resignation received after 
the annual meeting shall relieve the member presenting 
it from his annual dues for the current year.

ARTICLE IX. 



Each member, on receipt of notice of his election, 
shall pay the sum of twenty dollars as an entrance fee, 
together with the dues for the current year. He shall 
not be entitled to the privileges of the Club until these 
pa)m[ients have been made; and unless made within 
thirty days after receipt of notification, his election shall 
be void. 

Members elected after the first day of October shall be 
exempt from the dues for the current year. 

The annual dues shall be fifteen dollars, and shall 
become due and payable on the date of the annual 
meeting. 

No other assessments shall be levied, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting at a 
meeting called for that purpose, notice of which meeting 
shall state the subjects to be considered. 

Members who are absent from the United States for 
six months, commencing May i, shall be exempt from 
their dues for such year, provided they give written 
notice of their intended absence to the Secretary before 
that date. The Secretary, Treasurer, Assistant Secretary, 
and Honorary Members, shall be exempt from all dues 
and assessments.

ARTICLE X. 

ARREARS. 

Members in arrears on the first day of May shall be 
notified by the Treasurer of such indebtedness, and shall 
be debarred all Club privileges until the same is paid. If 
the dues of a member remain unpaid on the first day of 
June, the Treasurer shall send him a second notice of 
his indebtedness, and cause his name to be posted in 
the Club House. If the dues of such member remain 
unpaid on the first day of July, his membership shall be 
considered forfeited and his name shall be dropped from 
the roll, and notice of his discharge posted in the Club 
House. 

Any member who has been dropped from the roll 
under the previous section may, upon application to the 
Executive Committee, in their discretion, be reinstated. 

Names of members who have been dropped from the 
roll for non-pa3rment of dues, and have not been rein- 
stated, shall be reported at the next annual meeting, and 
notice of their discharge sent to each yacht club whose 
headquarters are located on the waters of Massachusetts 
Bay. 

No resignation shall be accepted from any member in 
arrears. 

ARTICLE XL 

SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION. 

Any member of the Qub may present to the Executive 
Committee written charges against any other member for 
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conduct unbecoming a gentleman, or likely to endanger 
the good order and welfare of the Club, or for insubordi- 
nation or disobedience of orders of the officers when in 
squadron, or for violation of the requirements of the 
By-Laws; and after the member so charged shall have 
been notified, and given an opportunity to be heard in 
answer to such charges, if found guilty, the committee 
may suspend him from all rights and privileges of mem- 
bership, or may declare his membership forfeited. 

Any member thus suspended shall have the right, 
within one month thereafter, to appeal to the Club at a 
special meeting, which shall be called for such purpose, 
and the Club, by a two-thirds vote of the members pres- 
ent, may reverse the action of the committee, and 
restore the appellant to membership; but until such 
reversal, he shall not be entitled to any rights or privi- 
leges of membership. 

When the name of any member shall be stricken from 
the roll under this rule, the Secretary shall cause a 
notice of such discharge to be posted in the Club House 
for at least thirty days, and sent to each yacht club 
whose headquarters are located on the waters of Massa- 
chusetts Bay. 

ARTICLE XII. 

CORPORATE SEAl.. 

The corporate seal of the Club shall consist of two 
circles, one within the other, the upper segment between 
them containing the name, " Hull Yacht Club," and the 
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lower segment the Club motto, "Artem Misceamus 
Dulci," the two mottoes separated on each side by a 
simple design, the smaller circle containing a design 
of a sloop yacht under sail, with the words, " Incor- 
porated April, 1882," in the segment of a circle under- 
neath. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

YACHT ENROLMENT. 

Any yacht owned wholly, or in part, by a member of 
the Club, may be enrolled in the Club fleet upon her 
owner or owners filing with the Secretary a description 
of the yacht, comprising her name, ownership, dimen- 
sions, rig, signal, and the name and address of her 
builder, if known. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

YACHTS LET OR HIRED. 

Any yacht which shall be let, unless to a member of 
the Club, shall be debarred all rights and privileges of 
the Club during the time she shall be so let. 

Any member of the Club hiring a yacht not belonging 
to a club member, shall be permitted to fly the Club signal 
and accompany the squadron on its cruise; but no hired 
yacht, not belonging to a member, shall be allowed to 
enter any regatta, or to compete for any prize offered by 
or for the Club. A member of the Club hiring a yacht 
belonging to another member, for not less than thirty 
days, shall enjoy all privileges to which the owner 
himself would be entitled. 
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ARTICLE XV. 

CHANGES IN YACHT OR OWNERSHIP. 

Every member, upon buying or selling a yacht, chang- 
ing her rig, dimensions, or private signal, changing her 
from keel to centre-board, or from centre-board to keel, 
shall give a written notice of such change to the 
Secretary. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

CLUB SIGNALS, PENNANTS, ETC. 

The distinguishing signal of the Club shall be a pointed 
flag with red field, and with blue bars crossing from point 
of luff to opposite selvage, and a white star on crossing. 
Luff" to measure two thirds of entire length of flag; width 
of bars, one tenth of entire length ; centre of star to be 
three tenths of length of flag from the luff". 

The Commodore's pennant shall be rectangular in 
shape, its width to be two thirds of its length; the de- 
vice, a foul anchor encircled by thirteen five-pointed stars 
in the centre of a blue field. 

The Vice-Commodore's pennant shall be the same as 
that of the Commodore, substituting a red for a blue 
field. 

The Rear-Commodore's pennant shall be the same as 
that of the Commodore, substituting a blue device on a 
white field. 
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The Fleet Captain's pennant shall be a pointed flag, 
the luff to be two thirds of its length; the device, a white 
foul anchor on a blue field. 

The Club signal, officers' pennants, and private signals 
shall not exceed one inch and a quarter to each foot of 
deck length. 

For racing flag, see " Sailing Regulations." 

ARTICLE XVII. 

COLORS AND GUNS. 

All yachts in commission shall hoist their colors at 
eight o'clock a. m., and haul them down at sunset. 
When two or more yachts are sailing in company, or are 
at anchor in sight of each other, they shall take the time 
for colors from the officer in command. No guns shall 
be fired for colors except by the yacht giving the time; nor 
between colors at sunset and colors the next morning. 
No guns shall be fired on Sundays. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

NOTICES. 

The mailing by the Secretary or Treasurer, in any 
post-office, of any notice directed to a member, with the 
address which appears of record on the books of the 
Secretary, shall be a sufficient notification under any 
article of these By-Laws, and shall relieve the Club from 
any liability arising from the failure of the member to 
receive such notice. 
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ARTICLE XIX. 

CLUB HOUSE CHARGES. 

Club House charges must be paid by members incur- 
ring them, before leaving the premises. 

ARTICLE XX. 

VISITORS AND STRANGERS^ 

None but members and persons introduced as herein- 
after provided shall be admitted to the Club House. 



are persons having a usual place of residence in Hull, or 
within forty miles thereof. 

A visitor may be admitted to the ('lub House once in 
thirty days, and not oftener; and the member inviting 
him should ascertain whether he has been introduced 
during the previous thirty days. 

A visitor must be accompanied by a member, who shall 
register his name, residence, and date of introduction in 
a book kept for that purpose, and affix his own name. 

A visitor shall not settle for anything furnished by the 
Club, but shall in all respects be considered the guest of 
the member introducing him. 
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STRANGERS 



are persons not having a usual place of residence or 
business in Hull, or within forty miles thereof. 

A stranger may, on request of a member, receive from 
the House Committee a written invitation entitling him 
to all the privileges of the Qub House for one week, 
which may at the expiration of the week be renewed for 
the same period by any member of the House Committee. 

The name of such stranger shall also be registered in 
the Strangers' Book. 

The same person shall not again be introduced as a 
stranger for thirty days after the date of his prior intro- 
duction. 

Members introducing visitors and strangers are respon- 
sible for them. 

Any visitor or stranger violating any of the rules of 
the Club may be notified by any member of the House 
Committee that he can no longer enjoy the privileges of 
the Club. 

The privileges of the Qub House, in the discretion of 
the Executive Committee, may be extended to visiting 
yachtsmen from distant cities. 

ARTICLE XXI. 

LADIES. 

The privileges of the Club House will be extended to 
the ladies of members' families, and those accompany- 
ing them, as follows : — 
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They may enjoy the use of the hall floor and piazzas, 
except on special occasions. 

They may use the bowling alleys at such times as the 
House Committee may deem advisable. 

Special days will be designated by the House Com- 
mittee as House Days, on which, accompanied by a mem- 
ber, ladies will be admitted to the dining-room from lo 
A. M. until 1 1 p. M., except between the hours of 5 p. M. 
and 8.30 p. M. 

ARTICLE XXII. 

PRIVATE PROPERTY. 

No member shall use the private property of another 
member without his permission. All private property 
shall be at the owner's risk. 

While places are provided for the checking of valu- 
ables, it must be distinctly understood that the Qub will 
not be responsible for their loss. 

ARTICLE XXIII. 

GAMES, ETC. 

No games of chance, or gambling in any form, will be 
allowed on the Qub premises. 

No games of any kind shall be played on the Qub 
premises between midnight on Saturday and sunrise on 
Monday. 

Special rules regulating the use of billiard-room, bowl- 
ing alleys, etc., will be posted in the Club House by the 
House Committee. 
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ARTICLE XXIV. 

GRATUITIES FORBIDDEN. 

No member, visitor, or stranger shall be allowed to 
give, under any pretence whatsoever, money, or any 
gratuity, to any one in the employ of the Club. 

ARTICLE XXV. 

REPRIMANDS. 

No reprimand shall be given to employees or servants 
by members of the Club; but complaints of any nature 
shall be made in writing, signed by the complaining 
member or members, addressed to the House Committee, 
and deposited in the box provided for the purpose. 

ARTICLE XXVI. 

REMOVAL AND INJURY OF PROPERTY. 

Any person who shall take away from the buildings or 
grounds of the Club any property whatsoever, belonging 
to the Club, shall be obliged to replace the same. In 
case of any destruction, defacement, or injury of any 
property, the person causing it shall pay the cost of 
replacing or repairing the same, unless the House Com- 
mittee shall remit his obligation to do so. 

No periodicals or newspapers shall be removed from 
the House, nor be cut, marked, or otherwise defaced. 
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ARTICLE XXVII. 

PROPERTY. 

The title to and ownership of all personal property, 
effects, and assets of the Club shall be in the Executive 
Committee for the time being, in trust for the benefit 
and enjoyment of the members; and any lease that 
may be made by that committee shall be for the exclusive 
benefit of the Club, the members of which hereby accept 
and assume the responsibility therefor. 

A resignation, death, or forfeiture of membership for 
any cause shall operate as an assignment and release to 
the Executive Committee, as Trustees of the Club, of all 
the right, title, and interest of such member in and to 
the assets of the Club. 

ARTICLE XXVIII. 

ENFORCEMENT OF RULES. 

In case of the persistent infraction, by any member, 
of the By-Laws regarding the Club House, or of any 
rule or regulation established by the House Committee, 
or in case of any conduct on the part of any member 
which in the opinion of the House Committee tends to 
endanger the good order of the Qub House, it shall be 
competent for the House Committee to suspend such 
member's right to the use of the Club House. They 
shall likewise report such member's name, together with 
the facts of the case, to the Secretary, for action of the 
Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE XXIX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution and By-Laws may be amended by a 
two-thirds vote at any meeting of the Club; provided, 
however, that unless the notice of such meeting shall 
have contained the proposed amendment in full, no 
amendment shall be valid unless approved at a subse- 
quent meeting. 
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SPECIAL HOUSE RULES. 

Adopted by the House Committee^ and subject to change at 
their discretion. 



The Qub House will be opened at 6.30 a. m. No 
member will be allowed in the Qub House after 12 p. M., 
at which hour the lights will be extinguished and the 
House closed.

The wine-room will be open as the House Conmiittee 
may direct. On evenings of entertainments when ladies 
are admitted, no wines or liquors will be served in the 
Qub House after 8 p. m.

CLUB BOAT. 

The boat, when in charge of a Club servant, may be 
used for the transportation of members and guests on 
board of yachts. It shall not be used for any other pur- 
pose.

SERVANTS. 

Members must not send a servant out of the House, on 
any pretext.

DOGS. 

No dogs will be allowed in the House. 
7- 

PETITIONS, ETC. 

No subscription paper or petition shall be circulated, 
nor any article exposed for sale in the Club House, with- 
out permission of the House Committee.

DINING-ROOM. 

The dining-room will be open from 6.30 A. M. to 11.30 
p. M., except Sundays, when the hours will be from 7.30 
A. M. to 8.30 P. M. 
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CHAK(?ES. 

The servants of the Qub must, in every instance, pre- 
sent checks, representing the exact cost of everything 
ordered or games played, to the member ordering, who 
shall pay the amount of same and, after signing the 
check, shall deposit it in a box furnished for that pur- 
pose.

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SAILING REGULATIONS. 



/. Management of Races. 

All races and yachts sailing therein shall be under the 
direction of the Regatta Committee, or of judges ap- 
pointed by them. All matters shall be subject to their 
approval and control; and all doubts, questions, and dis- 
putes which may arise shall be subject to their decision. 
Their decisions shall be based upon these rules, so far 
as they will apply, but as no rules can be devised capable 
of meeting every incident and accident of sailing, they 
should keep in view the ordinary customs of the sea, and 
discourage all attempts to win a race by other means than 
fair sailing and superior speed and skill. 

Their decisions shall be final. 

The chairman of the judges shall report the results of 
each regatta, within five days thereafter, to the Regatta 
Committee, and cause a copy of the same to be posted 
in the Club House. 

2. Measurement. 

Before any yacht can be entered for a Qub regatta 
she shall be measured by the Club Measurer, and such 
measurement shall stand for the season, unless a new one 
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is required by the judges, upon evidence showing that 
such new measurement is necessary. 

Owners desiring to have their yachts measured shall 
give notice in writing to the Measurer, specifying when 
and where their yachts may be measured, such time to 
be not less than twenty-four hours after the delivery of 
such notice, and at such place in Boston Harbor, or 
vicinity, as may be convenient to the Measurer. 

The Measurer shall receive for measuring yachts en- 
rolled in the Club his necessary travelling expenses, and 
fees as follows: For yachts 38 feet and over sailing 
length, $3.cx); for yachts 26 and less then 38 feet sailing 
length, $2.00; for yachts under 26 feet sailing length, 

$I.CX). 

J. Entries. 

Entries for all Club regattas shall be made in writing 
to the chairman or secretary of the Regatta Committee, 
or to the judges, prior to the firing of the preparatory 
gun for any race, and if the yacht is entered under the 
Corinthian Rules, shall so state. No yacht shall be en- 
tered for a Club regatta unless her ownership, rig, and 
official measurement are on record with the Club Secre- 
tary, and all Club dues of her owner paid. 

If a member shall own an interest in more than one 
yacht, only one of such yachts shall be entered for the 
same prize. 

A member's purchase of a partial interest in a yacht 
not already enrolled in the Club, shall not entitle such 
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yacht to entry in a Club regatta until such ownership 
shall have been recorded with the Secretary for at least 
thirty days. 

If a yacht has no competitor in her own class, she may 
enter, at her usual rating, the next higher class in which 
there may be a starting yacht. 

Any yacht duly entered for Club regattas shall be eli- 
gible to start in a postponed race. 

4. Corinthian Rules. 

All yachts entered for a race for Corinthian prizes 
shall be sailed by the owner only (who must be a mem- 
ber of this Qub). The names of all persons to sail in 
any yacht under this rule, who are not members of this 
Club, must be sent to the Regatta Committee at least one 
day previous to the race, and shall be subject to their 
approval. 

No person who has ever sailed a yacht, or in a yacht, 
for hire, shall sail in any yacht under this rule. 

This rule applies only to yachts of the third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth classes. 

J". Prizes. 

No second prize will be awarded in any class unless 
three yachts in that class start, except in the case of a 
postponed race, where the requisite number shall have 
originally started in the class in question. No prize will 
be awarded any yacht failing to make the race within 
the limit of time. 
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6. Classification^ Courses j and Sails, 

Classification, courses, sails to be carried, manner of 
starting, and limit of time shall be designated by the 
Regatta Committee in their circulars for each race. 

Every yacht sailing in a Club regatta is requested to 
carry her private signal at the main peak. A racing flag 
must be carried by all yachts in some prominent place. 
Any yacht not complying with this rule, unless excused 
by the judges, shall forfeit all claim to a prize. 

The racing flag shall be square, with blue ground and 
white star in centre, the size of star to be one third the 
length of the flag. For yachts under 22 feet, deck length, 
this flag shall be 12 inches square; 22 feet and under 38 
feet, 18 inches square; 38 feet and over, 22 inches 
square. 

If a yacht withdraws from a race, the racing flag 
should be at once taken down. 

7. Crezv. 

Yachts contending for prizes may carry one man for 
each four feet of length on water line, and fractional 
part thereof. 

8. Fittings and Ballast. 

No water shall be started from or taken into the tanks 
after the signal to «*^art has been given. Only the usual 
anchors and chains shall be carried during a race, and 
they must not be used as shifting ballast, or for altering 
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the trim of the yacht. Ballast shall not be shifted or 
trimmed in any way during a race. 

g. Boats and Life- Buoys. 

During a race, every yacht measuring more than 40 
feet water line shall carry a serviceable boat, not less 
than ten feet in length. This boat shall not be carried 
below deck. 

During a race, yachts of 25 feet or more water line 
shall carry two serviceable life-buoys, and yachts of less 
than 25 feet water line shall carry one serviceable life- 
buoy, ready for immediate use, within easy reach of the 
helmsman. 

Any yacht not complying with this rule will be liable 
to forfeit all claim to a prize. 

10, Right of Way. 

(i.) When one yacht is approaching another yacht, 
so as to involve risk of fouling, one of them shall keep 
clear of the other as follows : — 

ON DIFFERENT POINTS OF SAILING. 

(2.) A yacht free shall keep clear of one close-hauled. 

ON SAME POINT OF SAILING, WITH WIND ON OPPOSITE 
SIDE. 

(3.) When both yachts are close-hauled or both free, 
or both have the wind aft, and have the wind on oppo- 
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site sides, the yacht with the wind on the port side shall 
keep clear. 

ON SAME POINT OF SAILING, WITH WIND ON SAME SIDE. 

(4.) When both yachts are free, or both have the 
wind aft, and have the wind on the same side, the yacht 
to windward shall keep clear. 

WIND AFT. 

(5.) A yacht with the wind aft is deemed to have the 
wind on the side opposite to that on which she is carry- 
ing her main boom. 

WIND AFT. 

(6.) A yacht with the wind aft shall keep clear of a 
yacht on any other point of sailing. 

OVERTAKING. 

(7.) An overtaking yacht shall, so long as an overlap 
exists, except as provided in Section 10 of this article, 
keep clear of the yacht which is being overtaken. 

DEFINITION OF OVERLAP. 

(8.) An overlap is established when an overtaking 
yacht has no longer a free choice on which side she will 
pass, and continues to exist so long as the leeward yacht 
by luffing, or the weather yacht by bearing away, is in 
danger of fouling. 
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ALTERING COURSE. 

(g.) When, of two yachts, one is obliged to keep 
clear, the other shall not so alter her course as to involve 
risk of fouling. 

LUFFING. 

( 10.) A yacht may luff as she pleases, in order to pre- 
vent another from passing her to windward, provided she 
begins to luff before an overlap has been established. 

BEARING AWAY. 

(ii.) A yacht shall not bear away out of her course 
so as to hinder another in passing to leeward. 

RIGHTS OF NEW COURSES. 

(i2.) A yacht shall not become entitled to her rights 
on a new course until she has tilled away. 

CONVERGING CLOSE-HAULED. 

(13.) When two yachts, both close-hauled on the 
same tack, are converging by reason of the leeward yacht 
holding a better wind, and neither can claim the rights 
of a yacht being overtaken, then the yacht to leeward 
shall keep clear. 

PASSING AND ROUNDING MARKS. 

(14.) If an overlap exists between two yachts when 
both of them, without tacking, are about to pass a mark 
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on a required side, then the outside yacht must give the 
inside yacht room to pass clear of the mark. A yacht 
shall not, however, be justified in attempting to establish 
an overlap, and thus force a passage between another 
yacht and the mark, after the latter yacht has altered her 
helm for the purpose of rounding. 

DEFINITION OF MARK. 

(15.) A mark is any vessel, boat, buoy, or other object 
used to indicate the course, and does not in the preced- 
ing section involve any question of sea-room. 

OBSTRUCTION TO SEA-ROOM. 

(16.) When a yacht is in danger of running aground, 
or of touching a pier, rock, or other obstruction, and 
cannot go clear by altering her course, without fouling 
another yacht, then this latter shall, on being hailed by 
the former, at once give room; and in case one yacht is 
forced to tack or to bear away in order to give room, 
the other shall also tack, or bear away, as the case may 
be, at as near the same time as is possible without danger 
of fouling. 

II. Fouling, 

Each yacht must fairly round the course, and must not 
touch any buoy, boat, or vessel used to mark it out, but 
shall not be disqualified if wrongfully compelled to do so 
by another yacht. If a yacht, in consequence of her 
neglect of any of these rules, shall foul another, or com- 
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pel other yachts to foul, she shall forfeit all claims to the 
prize, and shall pay all damages. 

12. Means of Propulsion. 
No means of propulsion except sails shall be allowed. 

/J. Sounding. 

Nothing but a hand-line and lead shall be used for 
sounding during a race. 

14, Anchoring^ etc. 

No yacht shall, after the preparatory gun in her class has 
been fired and during a race, make fast to any buoy, 
stage, pier, vessel, or other object, or send an anchor out 
in a boat, except for purposes specified in Rule 15. 

Yachts may anchor during a race without forfeiting 
claim to a prize, but must weigh anchor again on starting. 

/J". Running Aground, etc. 

A yacht running aground, or fouling a buoy, vessel, or 
other obstruction, may use her own anchors, boats, warps, 
etc., to get off, but may not receive any assistance, except 
from the crew of the vessel fouled. 

Any anchor, boat, or warp so used must be taken on 
board again before continuing the race. 
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i6. Side Lights. 

All yachts sailing in a race at night should observe the 
instructions of the Secretary of the Treasury as to carry- 
ing side lights. 

ty. Man Overboard. 

In case of the capsizing of a yacht, or of a man falling 
overboard, all yachts in a position to do so should use 
their utmost endeavors to render assistance; and if it 
shall appear that any yacht was thereby prevented from 
winning the race, the committee shall have power to 
have it re-sailed between any yacht or yachts so pre- 
vented and the actual winner. 

i8. Numbers and Shcnving, 

A nlimber shall be furnished each yacht enrolled in 
the Club, which will be the official number of the yacht. 
This number must be shown in a prominent position to 
the judges on crossing the line at the start and finish o 
every race. 

ig. Protests. 

Protests must be made in writing within one hour after 
the conclusion of the race, and all such protests shall be 
considered by the judges. 

They shall also, without a protest, disqualify any yacht, 
should they be satisfied that she has committed a breach 
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of these rules; provided, however, that the owner of 
such yacht shall have been given an opportunity to be 
heard. 

20. Penalties, 

Should a breach or infringement of any of these rules, 
except as provided in Rules 6 and 9, be proved against 
any yacht, the owner thereof shall forfeit his right to any 
prize, and may be disqualified by the Regatta Committee, 
for such time as they think proper, from sailing his yacht 
in any race of the Club; and should a breach of these 
rules be proved against any sailing master, he may be dis- 
qualified by the Regatta Committee, for such time as they 
think proper, from sailing in any race of the Club. 

21. Allowances. 

Allowances shall be figured according to the Herres- 
choff table contained in this book. 

22. Sailing Length. 

The sailing length shall be the length on the water 
line, with one fifth of the after overhang added. 

23. Yachts Let or Hired. 

Any yacht which may be let or hired, unless to a 
member of the Club, shall be debarred all rights and 
privileges of the Club during the time in which she may 
be so let or hired. 
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Any member hiring a yacht for the season shall be 
entitled to all the privileges of a yacht-owning member, 
but shall not be entitled to vote upon questions directly 
affecting sailing regulations. 

24. Amendments. 

These regulations may be amended by a two-thirds 
vote at any meeting of the Club; provided, however, 
that the notice of such meeting shall have contained the 
proposed amendment in full. 
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UNIFORM AND DRESS. 



Of navy blue cloth, three inches in height; quarters to 
be two inches in height, with narrow welt at bottom only, 
and with band of heavy black mohair braid one inch and 
three quarters in width. Crown to be flattened down, 
and to project three quarters of an inch all around be- 
yond band ; crescent-shaped visor of blue cloth or black 
patent leather, two inches wide, and set at an angle of 
twenty degrees with the horizontal, with a small black 
Club button on each side.

Ju?r Commodore, A gold-embroidered foul anchor 
one and one half inches in length, placed horizontally 
in front, with a silver star, half an inch in diameter, at 
each end of, and one above the anchor, with a space of 
three sixteenths of an inch between anchor and stars. 

For Vice- Commodore. Same as for Commodore, leav- 
ing off star above anchor. 

For Rear- Commodore. Same as for Commodore, with 
but one star, and that below the anchor. 

For Fleet Captain. Same as for Commodore, omitting 
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stars, with a miniature Fleet Captain's signal above the 
anchor. 

For Secretary. Same as for Fleet Captain, substituting 
a silver letter S, in old English, in lieu of signal. 

For Treasurer. Same as for Secretary, substituting 
the letter T, in old English, in lieu of S. 

For Assistant Secretary. Same as for members. 

For Measurer. Same as for Secretary, substituting 
the letter M, in lieu of S. 

For Captains. Same as for Commodore, omitting the 
stars. 

For Members. No ornaments. 

Straw hats, with plain band of black ribbon, may be 
worn in undress. 

BUTTONS. 

To be of two sizes, in accordance with the design 
adopted by the Club. 

COATS. 

A sack coat of navy blue cloth or flannel, either double- 
breasted, with four large black Club buttons in each row, 
or single-breasted, with one row of four large black Club 
buttons; vest of same material as coat, or white drill, 
single-breasted, with not less than six small black Club but- 
tons; pantaloons of same material as coat, or white drill. 

Sleeve Ornaments to be as follows : — 

For members, one strip of black silk braid, one half 
inch wide, with a cross knot above; for Captains, Fleet 
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Captain, Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Measurer, two such stripes with crossed knot; for Rear- 
Commodore, three stripes with crossed knot; for Vice- 
Commodore, four stripes with crossed knot; for Commo- 
dore, five stripes with crossed knot. 

UNIFORM FOR SAILING MASTERS, MATES, AND CREWS. 

For Sailing Masters, the dress shall be a single-breasted 
sack coat, or round jacket, of blue cloth or flannel, with 
large gilt Club buttons. Vest of the same material, with 
six small gilt Club buttons. They shall wear upon the 
right sleeve in front and above the elbow a foul anchor, 
worked in silver thread, two and one half inches in 
length. Trousers, same material as coat, or white drill. 
Cap of navy blue cloth, with sloping black leather visor, 
black leather strap and small, gilt Club buttons. Cravat 
of black silk. 

For Mates, same as for Sailing Masters, but the foul 
anchor shall be worn, as above described, on the left 
sleeve. 

For Crew, shirts of blue flannel, or white linen, with 
wide blue cuffs and collars, stitched with blue or white 
thread; trousers of same material as shirt, to be worn 
without suspenders; neckerchiefof black silk; cap of blue 
cloth with band, without visor, or sennit straw hats with 
black ribbon. The name of yacht may be worked upon 
the breast of shirt, or printed upon band of cap, or rib- 
bon, at the option of the owner.
